1. Thoughts on a cloudy day. 

(a) The laws of God are unchange- 
able and eternal. God has placed the 
planets in their position and set 








them in motion, gave them for 
signs and seasons. In their move- 
ments they bring different  por- 


tions of their surface toward the sun 
making night and day and the differ- 
ent seasons of the years. The relation 
of their different positions as they 
move thru space has much to do witb 
atmospheric conditions, producing 
heat and cold waves, sunshine and 
cloud, until those who make it a study 
can give very accurate forecasts as to 
the condition of the weather. God’s 
fixed laws of nature obtain thru all 
creation. Just as it is necessary to 
have sunshine and rain, cold and heat, 
to give best results in agriculture, so 
in the progress of human and spiritual 
life it is necessary to have varied con- 
ditions. All cloudy wouldn’t do; all 
sunshine wouldn’t do in either case. 

(b) Clouds do not come without 
causes. There’s a cause to every effect. 
Certain atmospheric conditions cause 
clouds, others bring sunshine. In life 
God has certain laws which if obeyed 
bring sunshine, if broken bring clouds, 
Also, it is necessary for us to live 
under certain providential interfer- 
ences to check and curb us in the pur- 
suits of life so that we forget not God. 
There is a cause for every cloudy day 
we have in life. Some of them are for 
disobedience and sin, others are purely 
providential and work for good in our 
lives. Notice 

2. MQhe experiences of a cloudy day. 

(a) A cloudy day is dark. As I sit 
here at my desk the clouds are so 
heavy that the light of two windows is 
hardly sufficient for my work. The 
rain is pelting down on the roof over 
my head and everything is draped in 
mourning, not a bird dare open its 
mouth in song. Oh! so dreary. But 
soon the sun will shine again and the 
woods will ring with the songs of the 
birds. 

(b) A cloudy day obscures the 
heavens. Not one speck of the sky can 
be seen, not one glimpse of the sun is 
in view but just a few miles above the 
sky and sun are in full view. IT cannot 
see them but I know they are there. 
When our cloudy days come, and come 
they will, the law of faith pierces the 
clouds and beholds the unseen. Wwe 
know God is yonder, heaven is still 
there, Jesus’ blood still ‘saves and 
keeps. 

(c) A cloudy day plots out the 
beauties of earth. The birds cease to 
sing in the soul, not only does service 
for Christ become burdensome, but 
the pursuits of life lose their charms, 
nothing of earth is worth while. Happy 
is the saint who has learned to adjust 
himself to the law of faith in the day 
of trials. 

3. The consequences of a cloudy 
day. 
(a) A cloudy day may usher in 4 
storm, we never know how it will end. 
It takes unwavering faith to take us 
through. See Paul on his voyage over 
the stormy sea, the ship stuck fast in 
the sand bars, the ship breaking UD, 
the crew getting alarmed and fixing 
to desert her. Hear Paul saying, An 
angel stood by me and said, Stay on 
the ship and no one can be lost. Say, 
brothers, if your cloudy day ends in 
a storm, stay with it. If it gets too 
rough, just keep holding on, God pon 4 
send an angel to your rescue. Davi 
said they were camping around us to 
deliver us, hold on till deliverance 
“— It may break in refreshing 
showers. That which you thought was 
going to bring disaster may end in 
great refreshing showers to your soul. 
Not every cloudy day is freighted with 
bad omens. 

(c) The cloudy day 
ed by a bright day. For the saint it is 
always so. Our cloudy day is not al- 
ways a day of twenty-four hours. With 
.some it is months or years and with 
some it is a lifetime, but if you are 
true to God, your cloudy day will end 
to be followed by one long eternal day 
without a cloud. You will have no need 
of a candle, no need of the sun; Jesus, 
the Lamb of God, will be the light of 
that city. The heartaches and burdens 
of life will be forgotten and no night 
ever comes. I am writing this message 
especially for the shut-ins, cripples, 
and otherwise handicapped saints who 
are deprived! of enjoying: life here. A

The Most Important 
Duty Of The 
Minister 





In our last two articles we took for 
a theme, “The Minister and His Mes- 
sage.” In this article we propose to 
study the minister’s most important 
duty. 

Since reading the Bible we have 
reached the conclusion that of all 
the many duties falling upon the min- 
ister his most important duty is to 
PREACH THE ‘GOSPEL. We may 
search the scriptures and we will find 
resting upon the ministry of Christ 
a responsibility that rests upon no 
other body of people. We will soon dis- 
cover it is his duty to be an example 
of believers in word, in conversation, 
charity, faith, spirit and purity, 1 Tim. 
4:12; he is to give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine, 
meditate on these things, give thyself 
WHOLLY to them that thy profiting 
may be to all, 1 Tim. 4:13, 15, to ex- 
hibit such behavior as will give him 
a good report by them that are with- 
out, 1 Tim. 3:4-7; To contend earnest- 
ly for the faith that was once deliver- 
ed unto the saints, Jude 3. All these 
and many other duties are enjoined 
in the scriptures, but I claim that of 
all duties PREACHING THE GOS- 
PEL is that of the highest impor- 
tance; therefore, this duty merits a 
particular study by every minister. 

As a proof of the importance of 
preaching, I call your attention to the 
two texts we used in the prévious ar- 
ticles, Rom. 1:15, 16, “I AM READY 
TO PREACH THE GOSPEL TO YOU 
THAT ARE AT ROME ALSO. FOR I 
AM NOT ASHAMED OF THE GOS- 
PEL OF CHRIST: FOR IT IS THE 
POWER OF GOD UNTO SALVATION 
TO EVERY ONE THAT BELIEV- 
ETH; TO THE JEW FIRST, AND 
ALSO TO THE GREEK.” I believe we 
left off with the power of God in our 
last article so we will take the _bal- 
ance of the verse tonight. 


As we look into this last half of 
Rom. 1:16 you can readily see that I 
have good ground for saying preaching 
is the most important duty of the min- 
ister for there is nothing that has the 
glorious end, the noble end that the 
Gospel has. The end is the SALVA- 
TION of everyone that believeth. The 
end is to persuade men to be reconcil- 
ed to God, 2 Cor. 5:20, to believe, re- 
ceive, and obey Christ. The end is al- 
ways of more importance than the 
means. Since the end is the only rea- 
son that the means exist, therefore, 
the end ought always direct the na- 
ture and employment of the means. 
And the nature and employment are 
so wisely pictured in the Bible that 
when carried out accordingly they al- 
ways promote the end. When a minis- 
ter undertakes to divert the Gospel 
from its ordained channel, he proves 
himself unworthy as a minister, pull- 
ing the Gospel from important work, 
salvation of men. 


God’s purpose in sending the Gos- 
pel and having it preached is the most 
noble, most worthy of ends, the pro- 
duction of immortal peace, holiness, 
and happiness in the souls of men. 
For this purpose He sent His Son to 
preach, live, die, and be resurrected. 
For this end He instituted a church 
called, qualified, ordained, and sent 
His ministry to declare that JESUS 
would save, sanctify, and fill with the 
HOLY GHOST, who when come 
would teach them, guide them, com- 
fort them, give them power, conduct 
and support them in the way of heav- 
en. Hallelujah! We know that preach- 
ing is God’s chosen and ordained 
means of getting this Gospel to men. 
No one can dispute that the Gospel is 
the chief instrument of men’s salva- 
tion, so the importance of the duty of 
preaching cannot be overrated. 

Since we see the Gospel is God’s 
chief instrument in the salvation of 
men, I propose to take another step 
in proving that preaching that Gospel 
is the minister’s most important duty. 
Look again at Rom. 1:16, “POWER 
OF GOD UNTO * * * EVERYONE 
THAT BELIEVETH.” No declaration 
can be more ample, more comprehen- 
sive, more complete than this. Not 
only the power of God, but the power 
of God unto EVERYONE that believ- 
eth. BELIEVETH. Please turn to 
Rom. 10:17, “So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the word of 








God.” “In whom ye also trusted, after!’

that ye heard the word of truth, the 
gospel of your salvation.” Eph. 1:13. 
“The word of God is quick, and power- 
ful, and sharper than any twoedged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing 
asunder of soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and is a discerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart.” Heb. 4:12. “Of his own will be 
gat he us with the word of truth.” 
James 1:18. “Being born again, 
not of corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth for ever.” 1 Pet. 
1:23. I have quoted these numerous 
passages from so many books to show 
that this is the universal language of 
the scriptures. 

Every honest reader will aamit the 
Gospel is the chief instrument of 
man’s salvation. I am sure you can 
readily see from the reading of Rom. 
10:13-15, 17, that preaching is the 
means by which the Gospel becomes 
instrumental to salvation. “For who- 
soever shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved. How then shall 
they call on Him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall they be- 


lieve in Him of whom they have not | 
heard? and how shall they hear with- | 


out a preacher? and how shall they 
preach, except they be sent? So then 
faith cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God.” In these words 
the invocation of Christ is exhibited 
as the ground of salvation, whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord. 
Faith is exhibited as the ground for 
that invocation, How shall they call 
on him in whom they have not BE- 
LIEVED? Hearing is exhibited as the 
ground of that faith, How shall they 
believe in Him of whom they have not 
heard? And preaching is exhibited as 
the ground of that hearing, How shall 
they hear without a preacher? From 
this position it is certain that the 
preacher and his preaching is the or- 
dained means by which the Gospel be- 
comes. authority or power of God un- 
to salvation. I want you to notice this 
is not said of any other of the minis- 
terial duties. Neither ruling, baptism, 
ordaining, administering the sacra- 
ments, nor washing the saints’ feet, 
can claim the important place that 
preaching the Gospel ean, for all of 
these are to take place after one has 
received salvation. 

In Luke 4:18 Jesus mentions in His 
first sermon at Nazareth that preach- 
ing was His own great commission, 
THE SPIRIT OF THE LORD IS UP- 
ON ME, BECAUSE HE HATH 
\NOINTED ME TO PREACH THE 
GOSPEL TO THE POOR. After He 
had made an end to commanding His 
disciples, He departed to preach. He 
offered as a proof that He was the 
anointed, THE POOR HAVE THE 
GOSPEL PREACHED TO THEM. 
Matt. 11:5. 


I wonder how many ministers are 
offering as good proof that they are 
sent in His stead? It was the great 
commission given by Christ to the 
apostles just before He ascended back 
to heaven. Mark 16:15, “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” Paul mentions as the 
great commission that Christ gave 
him, “Rise, and stand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and 
a witness.” Acts 26:16. Paul shows its 
importance in 1 Cor. 1:17 when he 
tells the Corinthian brethren that God 
did not send him to baptize but to 
preach the Gospel. Preaching stands 
out as the most important duty of the 
minister all the way thru the New 
Testament, being mentioned about one 
hundred and forty times in the scrip- 
tures. 

As we return to Rom. 10 we see that 
preaching of the right nature causes 
men to hear. If we can only get a 
hearing, we are sure of faith spring- 
ing up in the heart of the hearer. The 
one thing and the one and only thing 
that Paul had time to preach was Je- 
sus and Him crucified. I want to say 
today, If the one thousand ministers 
in the Church of God would take sixty 
days just to preach Christ and Him 
crucified, we would find men calling 
on Him. And why should we try to 
preach anything else? We don’t have

“Thine heart was lifted up because 
of thy beauty, thou hast corrupted thy 
wisdom by reason of thy brightness: I 
will cast thee to the ground, I will lay 
thee before kings, that they may be- 
hold thee.”

any more time allotted to us than Paul 
had. We cannot do a dozen things. We 
don’t haye strength for two. We were 
anointed by God Himself, the Spirit 
of God is upen us, and He came upon 
you and me and offers to give us pow- 
er on one condition and that is that we 
will go into all the world and preach 
His Gospel. By the preaching of the 
Gospel were all the first converts 
made by Jesus and His apostles, and 
it has been the Gospel that has been 
the chief means of every convert. 


In countries where the Gospel has 
never been preached there are no 
Christians, we don’t expect any, be- 
cause we know the proper means have 
not been employed. Then if preaching 
is a stepping stone to hearing, and if 
hearing is a step to believing, and be- 
lieving is a step to prayer, or calling 
invocation, and by calling upon the 
name of the Lord men may be saved, 
how do we expect a wrecked world to 
reach that happy state where they can 
say, Saved by power divine, saved to a 
life sublime, as long as the churches 
and the ministry are all seeking each 
the best from the other? 

Many ministers who could be used 
of the Lord, indeed, are now inactive, 
complaining dissatisfied and causing 
disturbances because they are not ap 
pointed to some financial stronghold. 
And many of the churches are not 
satisfied unless they can pull the best 
preachers in the church to pastor. The 
result is, many ministers who have 
been a power for good have lost their 
power and churches that were one 
time aflame with the glory of God 
have lost their grip on the ‘people. 
God in heaven knows that I would 
not for my life lay a charge at the 
door of any church, neither would I 
bring accusation against any minister 
who is doing his best to spread the 
gospel. But I will have to return to 
the Bible for an example of a model 
church, and all I will ask any min- 
ister to do is to compare the motives 
that moved the ministry of Christ and 
ef Paul with those that govern his 
ministry and see if he is preaching 
the Gospel for the salvation of men 
and that alone. If so, why do not some 
preach more? why do they not seek to 
come into personal, perpetual, vital 
contact with those who need salva- 
tion? how can they feel satisfied and 
secure while their fellowman is per- 
ishing across the way? how is it that 
the churches of this day are not satis- 
fied for their pastor to-go out and 
open up one new place during _the 
year? If they are sure in their minds 
and certain in their hearts they are in 
harmony with the church as she was 
when she assumed the responsibility 
of sending men into all the world, for 
how can they preach except they be 
sent, how is it that the same church 
will object to taking care of the pas- 
tor’s family while he opens up some 
new fields? 

The Church of God was divinely in- 
stituted. Her ministry is divinely eall- 
ed, anointed, and qualified for the spe- 
cific purpose of spreading the Gospel. 
Having in view the SALVATION: of 
men and the return of Christ to reign 
over those who were salvaged, what a 
glorious end, what a noble end we can 
see when this Gospel has been preach- 
ed into all the world, Matt. 24:14. 

Therefore, I would call at the door 
of the church and ask of every minis- 
ter, “Are you praying and expecting 
blessings upon your efforts?” “Yes, we 
are praying and asking.” “Upon what 
ground are you expecting a blessing? 





‘“On’ the ground that we are fighting 


the devil, trying to hold our own.” 
“My dear minister, you and your 
chureh will have a struggle and your 
blessings will be few and far between 
for you are not in harmony with the 
One who instituted His ‘church and or- 
dained His ministry. His plan was to 
go preach the Gospel to the people and 
not just gather a few together and 
fight the devil in one little corner of 
the town.” When the minister or the 
church departs from this duty of go0- 
ing into all the world, they need not 
pray for blessings upon conduct that 
is out-of harmony with Him who said, 
“HE HATH ANOINTED ME. TO 
PREACH THE GOSPEL.” 

If we are not able to get men and 
women to attend church, if we fail 
to get them vut to prayer meeting, if 
we don’t hear anyone calling upon the 
name of the Lord in the regular 
church services, we are not relieved of 
the responsibility of going. The only 
way that any church will prosper is 
to have the Spirit of Christ dominate 
that church. The sure and only way 
for a minister to get satisfaction out 
of his ministry is to feel as Paul did 
when he said, “We pray you in Christ’s 
stead be ye reconciled to God.” 

Preaching being the most important 
duty of the minister, he must feel un- 
der obligation to that duty. The 
church, being instituted for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the preaching of the 
Gospel, automatically becomes duty 
bound to support the preaching of the 
Gospel. The church that neglects this 
duty is betraying its trust and robbing 
both God and suffering humanity. The 
minister who shirks this duty and 
seeks security in excuses will find 
himself in Matt. 25:26 and will listen 
to the awful, wicked, slothful servant.

great pomp and splendor;:Among other 
things they -had planned for his enter- 
tainment was‘a ball, but when he ar+ 
rived he came iri a‘solemn state of 
mind.

When asked why he did not take part 
in the dance his countenance softened, 


tears came to his eyés as he looked 
toward the battlefield and said, I can- 


comrades are dying yonder. 

‘And as I sit here and write these 
few lines, I look out and don’t have 
to look, yery. far before I see a neg? 
fetted town, city, or community with 
their suffering, sorrowing, sobbing 
citizens. Then I turn with my Savior 
and say to you, Dear minister, the 
fields are truly white unto harvest and 
their wretchedness suffering chal- 
lenges your every power and calls for 
the sacrifice of your full time in 
preaching this Gospel that has for its 
end the dethroning of sin and sorrow 
in the hearts of men and the impart- 
ing of life eternal. 

The answer to all the peace confer- 
ences and of all the peace treaties 
that men have instituted can only be 
found in the Gospel of Christ. The 
world and its able leaders recognize 
and confess there must be a plan 
somewhere that will bring about peace 
between nation and nation and man 
and man. You that have the call to 
the ministry and the command to go 
preach must arise and shake loose 
from sloth and self, from things that 
‘bind and things that intimidate. You 
must not wait for better conditions or 
fear consequences, but arise and say, 
Here am I, Lord, send me, I say 
that the chaltenge of a lost world 
stands squarely before the ministry 
and the ministers have committed to 
them the message that will set men 
right, and woe is you if you fail to 
PREACH. 

(Remember that the Gospel is saving 
in its: nature. It’s God’s chief means 
of making’ known to men that Jesus 
saves andi-He saves from the  utter- 
most to the uttermost. But how can 
they call upon Him in whom they have 
not believed? and how can they believe 
in Him' of whom they have _ not 
heard? and how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher? and how can 4 
preacher sit down and be at ease when 
he knows he has been trusted with 
means that will produce hearing and 
hearing faith and calling, and calling 
salvation and the end everlasting life? 

Brother, sister, preacher, somebody’s 
preaching will come to a glorious end 
in a blissful, happy thousand years of 
peace with those who have been saved 
and with the Savior. Will your preach- 
ing have a glorious, victorious ending? 
How important preaching is! GO 
PREACH, and be sure you preach the 
Gospel.

“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” This, 
like many other scriptures, has been 
partially carried out by other bodies 
of people but is left for the Church of 
God to finish the job. 

I have heard water baptism preach- 
ed ever since I can remember but they 
did not preach “bring forth fruits meet 
for repentance” or “He shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.” They have preached, “He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be sav- 
ed,” but it was left for us to preach, 
“And these signs shall follow them 
that believe,” etc. 

‘So it is with the above scripture: 
Some of it has and is being fulfilled. 
It is no trouble to get men and women 
to “go,” in fact, this is a time when 
the whole world is so restless they 
want to be on the “go.” They “go into 
all the world” without being urged to 
do so. Surely this is the time Daniel 
wrote about when he said, “Many shall 
run to and fro.” Millions are GOING 
into all the earth, and thousands of 
them are PREACHING and that to al- 
most “every creature.” But are they 
preaching “THE GOSPEL?” I am 
afraid they are falling short of it even 
more in the foreign lands than they 
are here. 

In this connection let us notice what 
James G. McDonald, chairman of the 
Foreign Policies Association, says 
about China: “The Christian mission- 
aries in China have not Christianized 
China and probably never will even 
begin to Christianize China; however, 
the Christian missionaries in China 
have in indirect ways, educational, so- 
cial, hygenic, performed for China 
what seems to me the finest work 
which has been done by any foreign 
influence whatsoever...” 

I quote from another man famous 
in international affairs in discussing 
the China situation and the work of 
the missionaries there: “The whole 
missionary purpose has been to en- 
courage life in China based on western 
democratic ideals.” 

It is not our intention to minify the 
value of the work that is being done 
along this line. It is indeed a wonder- 
ful thing if only a few women’s feet 
are loosed from the wooden shoes and 
some girls saved from the horrible 
customs of child marriage and some of 
the other heathen customs; but the 
commission Jesus gave to us was to 
“preach THE GOSPEL,” that gospel 
that is “the power of God unto salva- 
tion.” I believe the church has always 
done some social work along with the 


spiritual training, but when we fail 
to get folks to the place that Paul 
wrote about, “Therefore being justi- 


fied by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ” and 
fail to get them sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost we are NOT ful- 
filling our mission. 


Civilization will not take people to 
heaven; education will not take them. 
It is true, according to statistics, that 
a large per cent of the political rulers 
over there are men who have been 
trained in the mission schools. This is 
a@ great work but Jesus said, “Ye must 
be born again.” The Bible says, “There 
is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must 
be saved.” “How then shall they call 
on him in whom they have not believ- 
ed? and how shall they beli¢ve in him 
of whom they have not heard? and 
how shall they hear without a preach- 
er? AND HOW SHALL THEY 
PREACH EXCEPT THEY BE SENT?” 

We cannot all go, but we can help 
to send the ones whom God has called 
to go. Just think what we could do 
if every church would send in their 
quota for missions as recommended by 
the Assembly.
